SECTION 1. That so much land as is contained in the

'**• quarter of section nine in township one hundred and thirteen
north, of range twenty-seven west, be and the same is
hereby created a town corporate by.the name'of Arlington,
and shall have and enjoy all the powers, privileges and
responsibilities usually enjoyed by municipal corporations.

SKO.-2. That for tho good order and government of said
town, it shall be lawful and there shall be established a
President, Recorder, and three Trustees, who shall constitute
the town council of said town, and shall be known as "the
Town Council of Arlington," and any three of whom shall
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business.
